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PREFACE 


The plan of this book is to give a complete lst, together 
with biographic data to the present time of the deéscen- 
dants of Israel Ballard and Alice Fuller, his second wife. 
While the work of compilation has been carried on over 
a period of many years, it has been to some extent in 
haphazard fashion as opportunity offered and during the 
play moments of one working for a livelihood at other 
pursuits. 

As work on the volume progressed it seemed quite ap- 
propriate that it should be used as a memoriai to my 
mother and that some effort be made to include within 
its pages a list of her Colonial ancestors. Within recent 
years therefore a search in that direction was made which 
proved both interesting and exciting. Some fifty an- 
cestral lines have been traced and the results are recard- 
ed beginning at page 253. Not ali sources of inforrma- 
tion have been proved of unquestioned accuracy but with 
one or two exceptions we have no reason for doubting 
the record as printed. 

As additional material we have copied from bE Forest’s 
“Ballard and Allied Families” (1924) much that relates 
both to the name “Ballard” and to William of Andover; 
while from the Fartow-Pore “Ballard Genealogy” and 
the “Essex Antiquarian” we have taken the four genera- 
tions in direct line from William? (1617-1689) thru John? 
and Sherebiah* and John‘ to Israel’ (1748-1810). Farlow’s 
book of 203 pages does not continue the Israel® line and 
gives no record of him or his family other than this single 
item on page 101, viz: “iw Israel, b.-Feb. 4, 1748.” As | 
stated above we are continuing the Israel line. 

Of the four brothers of Israel*—1 Sherebiah, iv John, 
v Daniel, v7 Joel,—_Farlow has continued the Sherebiah 
line only. What meager information we have found 
relating to the other brothers is included in this volume.. 
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It is interesting to note that wiule Israel and his fam- 
ily came in 1792 to central New York to settle and-two 
of his children with their families remained there for 
many years, there is now but a single descendant family 
living in that section. The various groups scattered— 
and the middle of the nineteenth century found them 
well established in northern and southern sections of the 
State, in western Ohio, southern Michigan. eastern Wis- 
consin, and soon afterwards in northern Massachusetts 
and the state of Oregon, in all ef which places their chil- 
dren still reside. Other groups are now living in western 
Pennsylvania and-in California —in all a family. group 
of nearly eight hundred living members in which family 
ties and Ballard characteristics are unusually strong, but 
where the name Ballard has to a large extent disappeared. 

In the arrangement of names as printed thruout the 
volume the decimal system has been used so that each 
name falls into position according to its index number, 
and is easily located whether one is tracing backward 
or forward. The first figure of 5 throughout refers to 
Israel of the 5th generation. The decimal figures in their 
order indicate whether the Ist born, the 2nd, etc., of the 
preceding number,’ while the total number of digits 
counting the first one as 5 (which it is) indicates the 
generation to which the person listed belongs, beginning 
with William’ of Andover. 

_1 wish to thank numberless persons and institutions 
who have so uniformly answered requests for informa- 
tion. Also my thanks to Mrs. C. E. Merritt for assisting 
in compiling the index, and to Mrs. Mary Alice Ballard 
Crist and the Ballard group in western Ohio (discovered 
by me in 1934) who have always shown such great inter- 
est in the proposed Ballard book.

BALLARD 


The name Ballard is an ancient one in England and 
although no direct connection has been established be- 
tween the American Ballards and their English ancestors, 
some references to those of the same name may properly 
be presented here. 

The name itself is of Celtic or Gallic origin, from ball, 
a place, a round elevation, and ard, meaning high. It 
appears at a very early period in both England and 
Wales and Ballards were armigerous as early as the 
fourteenth century, when six different branches of the 
family bore arms. It is interesting and significant as 
showing relationship that these six arms-bearing families 
all bore a griffin in the same position, although the colors 
and other details differed. The usual description in her- 
aldric terms was “a griffin, segreant” and the crest was 
“a demi-griffin.” The griffin, often used in heraldry, was 
an imaginary animal half like an eagle and half like a 
lion, the device expressing strength and swiftness, and a 
griffin segreant was one standing on its hind legs with 
the wings elevated and endorsed in the position of the 
lion when borne rampant. Although no direct evidence 
has been found that the first Ballards in America used or 
were entitled to arms, they were certainly descended 
from the English families of the same name which bore 
a griffin on their shields. 

There were two Ballard families in early New England 
and no present evidence of their relationship exists. One 
was founded by William Ballard of Andover, Massachu- 
setts, and is the family with which the present volume is 
concerned. ‘The other is descended from William Bailard 
of Lynn, Massachusetts. William Ballard of Lynn ap- 
pears on the passenger list of the “James,” sailing from 
old England in July, 1635. His age is given as 32, his wife 
Mary was 26 and his two children, Hester and John, were 
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two and one years old respectively. The mention of wife 
and children and their ages has made it possible to 
clearly separate this family and its early generations 
from the Ballards of Andover, although some of the 
early genealogical publications have failed to mete this 
distinction. 


Wit 1AM’ BaLLaRD was born in England, as his name 
and associations here show, and about the year 1617, as by 
his deposition at a later time. He is generally believed to 
have come in the ship “Mary and John,” sailing from old 
England on March 26, 1634. He would have been only 
eighteen at the time which is rather young to set off for 
a new world, but there are many other instances of very 
young men coming to America. Moreover, William? 
Ballard of Andover was associaied in both Newbury and 
Andover with some of the others who came on that vessel. 

In 1645 he owned land in Newbury, Massachusetts, and 
in 1643 his name appears in the records of Dedham, in 
the same Colony, as giving bond to pay fines imposed 
upon two men convicted of “mutinous and turbulent 
speeches.” There is no record of him in Dedham other 
than this, but he may have resided there for a short 
period. He undoubtedly spent the greater part of his 
life in Andover, Massachusetts, where his name appears 
first on the earliest entry in the town records, giving 
a list of “the names of all free house houlders in 
order as they came to towne.” His is the sixteenth 
name and as it is known that some of the others named 
immediately before and after him moved from Newbury 
to Andover in 1644, he may be presumed to have taken up 
his residence there about that time. 


An early deposition of his gives both his age and bears — 


evidence to his hospitable spirit. The document is dated 
1682, and relates to a neighbor’s lawsuit. It reads: “The 
deposition of William Ralard aged a bought 45. This 
_ deponent saith that a bought sixe weekes senc the houes 
of Job Tiler being burned he gave the sd. Tilers wife 
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leave to com with her family for a time and live at his 
houes hir husband at that time not being at home which 
accordingly shee did and there remaynes to this time 
The speliing is the notary’s 

The house referred to was probably the residence men- 
tioned in the following abstract of a deed which he made 
the following year. “William Ballard of Andover, 
husbandman, exchanged lands with William Chandler, 
and deeded to him his house and barn and 4 acres of 
Jjand and one hortyard (orchard), bounded by lands of 
Nathan Parker, John Lovejoy, Andrew Allen, of 
Chandler and by the highway; his wife Grace joining in 
the deed; date, May 20 and 25, 1663.” 

William’ Ballard was engaged in the war against the 
Narragansetts, better known as King Philip’s War, in 
1675-1676. He served in the garrison at Chelmsford, Mas- 
sachusetts, where he was on duty on January 25, 1675/6, 
and drew pay of 02.08.00. He was then fifty-nine vears 
old, his age explaining the comparatively inactive service. 

The wife of Wilham’ Ballard, as here appears, was 
named Grace, but her surname and family are not 
known. He died on July 10, 1689, and his widow on 
April 27, 1694, both in Andover. 

Wilham Blunt, Henry Holt, Samuel and Joseph Butter- 
fleld, and John Spalding were sons-in-law. 

William’ Ballard had nine children: Joseph, William, 
Sarah, Elizabeth, John?, Hannah, Lydia, Abigail, and 
Ann. 

SETTLEMENT OF THE ESTATE OF WILLIAM BALLARD

Letters of Administration are granted unto Joseph Ballard of 
Andover on all ye estate of his Father William Ballard deceased

severally Bound to ye treasurer of Essex and parties concerned in 
the sum of four hundred pounds money the condition is that the

1. We have agreed that our honoured mother Grace Balard 
widdow shall have her liberty of dwelling in that house which 
was our fathers in which roome she pleaseth so long as she con- 
tinueth a widdow, & to have her bed & beding & all other necessary 
house Implements she hath need of to be her owne proper 
estate for her use dureing her life & to be (provided) with cloths 
and what els she hath at her dispose as she seeth cause at her 
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death amongst her children And also that the three sons Joseph 
William and John at an equail charge hetween them provide & 
maintaine her two good cowes winter and summer dureing her life 
& also lay her in every year sixscore weight of good porke and 6 
bushells of Indian corne and four bushells of rye & three bushells 
of wheat for her provision & so much cord wood as she needeth & 
each of ye sons forenamed to give twenty shillings in or as money 
& to give her nine pounds of good sheeps wool and twelve pound of 
flax from the swingle— 


2. The three brothers Joseph Balard William Balard & John 
Balard have agreed & devided their fathers land between them as 
equally as they could and also to be at a equall charge in main- 
taineing their mother as aforesaid & to be at a equall charge in 
paying their sisters as they have agreed with them.— 

Joseph Balards proportion is about twenty acres of upland where 
his house now standeth & fifty acres of ye great division and 
fourteen acres lying by Shawsheen River & two acres lying near 
James ffiryes & six Acres & a half of last division of meadow five 
acres of it lying at a meadow Called bever dam & one Acre anda 
half lying at a meadow called Redding meadow & one half of 
a meadow called the pound meadow. 





3. William Balards proportion is twenty seven Acres where his 
house now standeth & fourty Acres of great division & a tract of 
land lying in Shawsheen feild & two acres of land near James 
ffryes & four acres & a half of meadow lying upon Shawsheen 
River & half the meadow & swamp joyning to Joseph Ballards 
land that lyeth by Shawsheen River. 


4. John Balards proportion is the housing land & meadow his 
father lived upon except the land & meadow his father gave 
William Blunt upon the marrage with his daughter which lyeth 
on the south of the land forenamed and is bounded out & also 
the said John hase a peice of land called the Iland & half the 
pound meadow to which the sd John is to have a way through 
Wiliiam Blunts land & he is to have half the meadow & (—————) 
with his brother William 


§. Joseph Balard William Balard & John Balard have se with 
Henry Hoit Sam: Butterfeild Joseph Butterfeild John Spalden & 
Abigail Balard to pay them ten pounds apeice besides what they 
have formerly had which is to be paid in some merchantable 
pay at or before the twentyninth day of September next & in 
token that this is our mutual agreement to all our satisfaction & 
consent we have hereunto set our hands this 23 day of October 
in ye year of our lord one thousand six hundred eighty nine. 

The widdow Balard desires John Abbott may be her overseer to 
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take care that her sons pay her yearly what they have Ingaged In 
this wrighting for her maintainnance.

SHEREBIAH® BALLARD (John?, William’) born at 
Andover, November 14, 1688; i. January 2, 1717, Lydia 
(b. September 1, 1695) dau. of Christopher, Jr. and Sarah 
(fourth wife) Osgood. Christopher Osgood, Jr. (1675- 
1739) of Billerica, was the son of Capt. Christopher 
Osgood (1643-1723). of Andover, and grandson cf Christo- 
pher Osgood (b. 1650) who came from England in 1633/4. 

Sherebiah came from Andover to Willington September 
7, 1749, on which date Thomas Lasalle of Willington deed- 
ed to him 210 acres and 85 rods of land, with a dwelling 
house and barn thereon, on Fenton river, the considera- 
tion being in bills of public credit of the old. tenor 

(Land records Bk. C., p. 106). This land was located east 
of the river, one mile to the south of the village of East 
Willington ; the house is still standing (1933) and used as 
granary by the present owner, Mr. Albert Parker. 

The church records show that both Sherebiah and his 
wife, Lydia, were members in good standing of the 
church in Willington. Sherebiah d. after 1767, and his 
wife, Lydia, after 1759.

JOHN* BALLARD (Sherebiah®, John’®, William’) bora 
at Andover, February 15, 1719/20; m. March 1, 1743/4, 
Sarah How; d. Willington, September 25, 1758; the re- 
cord says, “Clerk John Ballard deceast September 25, 
1758”, possibly indicating thereby that he was a minister. 


John removed to Willington, Conn., probably in 1748. 
After his death in 1758, in settling his estate, the Colonial 
Records of Connecticut relate: 


“On the Memorial of Timothy Pearly and Sarah Ballard, admin- 
istrators of the estate of John Ballard, late of Willington deceased 
for liberty to seli land or real estate for the payment of the 
debts due from said estate to the value of £400 17s 10d. law- 
ful money etc.; Resolved by this Assembly, that the said 
memorialists have liberty and it is hereby granted to them, to 
make sale of so much of the real estate of the said deceased as 
will procure the sum of 44 pounds 17s, 10d for the payment of 
the debts due from said estate with incident charges of sale; taking 
the direction of the Court of Probate in the district of Hariford 
in the sale thereof.” 


His wife Sarah (6. October 25, 1721) survived him and 
m. 2d, January 14, 1761, Col. Jonathan Kingsbury. being 
his third wife. They had two children — Daniel and 
Esther. Col. Kingsbury d. December 28, 1770 in his 69th 
yr. Sarah d. June 21, 1771; the inventory of her estate 
was exhibited in court, and the executor, Sherebiah 
Ballard (her brother-in-law) of Monson, Mass., was or- 
dered to divide the property to the heirs Sherebiah, 
Israel, Sarah, John, Daniel, Lydia and Joel Ballard, and 
Esther (b. April 4, 1764) Kingsbury, children of the de- 
ceased.

John probably came to central New York with his 
brother Israel in 1792, no doubt settling nearer to the 
town of Westmoreland, as we find his name in the 
1794 records of the Congregational church of that town, 
and also the statement of a funeral being held, on 
December 29, 1794, of a chiid of John Ballard, age 
three years. On March 19, 1794, John joined the Amica- 
ble Lodge No. 25, F. & A. M. of New Hartford, their 
records showing that he removed in July, 1798. 

The poll list of 1806 of Washington (now Fayette) 
township in Seneca Co., N. Y., shows John to be resid- 
ing there; he later removed further west and in 1820 
was living in Leicester, then in Genesee Co.

SRAEL® BALLARD (UJokn', Sherebiah®, Joh’, 
Willian), the head of the family group heretz 
recorded, was born at Andover, Mass., February 4, 1748; 
m. (ist) Sarah Case (b. March 14, 1743) at Willington, 
Conn., November 14 1771: one daughter was born, Sarah; 
m. (2d) Alice Fuller at Willington, September 14, 1774; 
m. (3rd) Mrs. Susanna Rogers of Floyd. N. Y., at Whites- 
town, March 26, 1799, who d. (date not known). Israel 
d. September 25, 1810. 

Israel, no doubt, a few months after birth was taken by 
his father to Willington, Conn., where at the age of 23, 
he married Sarah Case. In 1774 he married Alice Fuller 
and shortly thereafter (May 9, 1775) enlisted in the Rev- 
olutionary War. The records at Washington show that 
Israel served as a private in Lt. Col. Enos’ (3rd) 
Company, Col. Spencer’s (2d) regt., Conn. Continental 
line, 1775. Admitted to general hospital (Col. Spencer’s 
house) at Roxbury, Conn., October 27, 1775; discharged, 
December 18, 1775. 

Sarah Case, his first wife, d. Willington, March 2, 1773. 
“She died in child-bed, and she was in the thirtieth year 
of her age. If she had lived till the fourteenth of the 
same month, she would have been thirty years old.” 
(Copied from the Ballard *Bible, a volume published in 
Edinburgh in 1762, and now—1932—with title-page and 
all of Genesis missing, is in the possession of E. B. Billings 
of Elmira, N. Y.). Sarah, the daughter of Sarah Case 
Ballard was b. Willington, March 2, 1773; m. probably

Alice (spelled Elas in the town records) Fuller, the 
second wife of Israel, was the youngest daughter of Rev. 
Daniel Fuller by his second wife Mary (Edgerton) 
Fuller ; she was b. at Willington, December 17, 1751, and 
d. at Whitestown, September 12, 1795, at the age of 
44 years; she was the mother of six boys and four girls. 
The register of church members in the United Presby- 
terian society of Whitestown and Old Fort Schuyler gives 
the name of Ellis (obviously meant for Alice) Ballard, 
wife of Israel, as received into membership by “Exam.” 
July 29, 1795; she was a half sister of Jonathan Fuller, 
M.D., of Mansfield, Conn., whom some records have in- 
accurately listed as her father. 


Rev. DaNIEL Futter, the father of Alice, was b. at 
Dedham, Mass., Apri! 20, 1699, ihe son of Thomas and 
Esther (Fisher) Fuller; he m. Ist, August 7, 1723, Lucy 
daughter of Jonathan and Abigail (Crafts) Goodrich of 
Wethersfield; (Lucy, b. Sep. 9, 1699; d. July 21, 1739) ; he 
m. 2d, October 26, 1742, Mary Edgerton of Norwich; 
d. December 6, 1758. 


Daniel Fuller graduated from Yale college in the class 
of 1721; taught school at Needham, Mass., the records 
of that town showing that “on December 11, 1721, Ensign 
Thomas Fuller and John Fisher were appointed ‘to treat 
with Mr. Danill Fuller to keep schoole,’ and he received 
£8 for fifteen weeks.” 

He then studied theology, and from 1728 (ordained 
September 11) until the time of his death was the first 
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settled pastor of the Congregational church at Willing- 
ton; here he exercised great influence due both to his 
ability and to his decided opinions. F. B. Dexter’s 
“Biographical Sketches of Graduates of Yale College” 
gives the following sketch of his life: 


Daniel Fuller, son of Thomas Fuller, Jr., of Dedham, Mass., 
was born in Dedham, 1699; he studied theology, and in April, 
1725, was called to the pastorate of the ecclesiastical society in 
Poquonnoc, in the northwestern part of the town of Windsor, 
Conn., to which he had been preaching for a year; arrangements 
for his settlement proceeded so far that a council was called for 
his ordination, but in the meantime the society became dissatis- 
fied, and a council advised him to withdraw, which he did. 
Mr. Fuller (then residing in Wethersfield) appealed, in October, 
1726, to the General Assembly for redress, but was for a time 
unsuccessful; in May, 1727, he renewed his petition, and was 
awarded 50 pounds damages. 

At the same session of the Assembly, 1727, the township of 
Willington was constituted and provision made for the main- 
tenance of public worship; a church (Congregational) was ac- 
cordingly gathered, July 3, 1727, and Mr. Fuller was ordained on 
September 11, 1728, their pastor. There he remained, gaining a 
subsistence with great difficulty, until his death, of the small-pox, 
December 6, 1758, in his 60th year. 

He married, August 7, 1723, Lucy, daughter of Jonathan and 
Abigail (Crafts) Goodrich, of Wethersfield. One son by her, 
Jonathan, became a noted physician in Mansfield, and had sons*® 
who graduated from Yale in 1783 and 1798. 

In his will, dated December 2, 1758, Mr. Fuller mentions his 
wife Mary, four sons and four daughters. His inventory was 
254 pounds, and included about twenty-five volumes of books. 

In the theolegical divisions he was classed as an “old light.” 


The original will is in the State Library at Hartford. 
In it we find that Daniel left 


“to wife Mary one-half of household goods; one-third part of 
real estate as long as she remains my widow. To daughters

The 
administration account dated October 15, 1759, shows that the 
debts, consisting of notes and bills exceeded the value of the 
personal property. Claims against the estate exceeded £200.

The Colonial Records of Connecticut, 1757-62, at 
page 400 make record of the Memorial of Mary Fuller 
and Daniel Fuller of Willington, executors of last will 
and testament of the Rev'd Mr. Daniel Fuller, deceased, 
showing that debts against the estate surmount the per- 
sonal property, and praying for power to sell so much 
of the real estate to raise 152 pounds 9s 2d; the Assembly 
granted permission. 
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At page 515 of the same Records: 


“Upon the memorial of Daniel Fuller of Willington, showing 
that in 1758 he exchanged land with Rev. Mr. Daniel Fuller, who 
about the iatter end of November, 1755, was taken sick of the 
smali-pox, who did in the time of his sickness cause a deed of 
conveyance of 81 acres of land in Willington to be made con- 
veying the same to the memorialist, which deed is dated De- 
cember 1, 1758, which deed the said Mr. Daniel Fuller did sign 
seal and deliver before witnesses and was desirous to have acknow- 
ledged the same, but that there was no authority to be had to take 
the acknowledgment of said deed, by reason of the infectious dis- 
temper, and that the said Rev. Mr. Daniel Fuller soon after died 
of said sickness, never having acknowledged said deed etc. ete. 
Resolved by this Assembly, that the said deed ... . shall be al- 
lowed .... as though same had been acknowledged.” 


It is said that during the Rebellion someone of his 
descendants sold nearly one thousand pounds of Rev. 
Daniel’s letters, sermons and other papers for paper rags. 

The body of the Rev’d Daniel Fuller hes buried in the 
Willington Hill cemetery, and the epitaph upon his tomb- 
stone reads: 


Here lyes interrd the body of ye Revd Mr. Daniel Fuller late 
worth pastor of ye Church of Christ in Willington who died of ye 
smallpox Decembr ye 6th AD 1758 in ye 60th year of his age and 
ye 3lst of his ministry. 


Beside him rests the body of his wife, the epitaph upon 
her tombstone reading : 


In memory of the pious and well beloved consort of the Rev. 
Daniel Fuller, who departed this life Feb. 22d, 1784, in ye 71st 
year of her age. 


From Connecticut, about the year 1777, Israel Bal- 
lard moved to Cornish, N.H., and then to Plainfield, 
not far distant, where he bought land on June 17, 1779. 
The U. S. Census of 1790 lists the families of both Israel 
and his brother, Daniel as living at Plainfield, and their 
brother Sherebiah at Lebanon, 10 miles to the north. 
Israel’s family is recorded as containing 4 males under the 
age of 16, and 6 females of all ages ; while Daniel’s family 
consisted of 3 males under 16. 
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On February 15, 1792, Israel sold his property at 
Plainfield and removed with his family to New York 
State where we find them among the first settlers in 
Whitestown, then in Montgomery County. His son, 
Samuel Fuller was born there in May, 1792, and Alvan in 
1794. 

In the church records of the United Society in Whites- 
town of September 1, 1794, Israel signed the account of 
the election of trustees as one of the “Presiding Mem- 
bers.” On April 29, 1795, he was elected an elder in 
the United Presbyterian Society of Whitestown and 
old Fort Schuyler (in 1813 name changed to First Pres- 
byterian Church of Whitesboro). The Session Records 
of the above date read as follows: “Mr. Dodd was 
chosen Modr. who opened the meeting with prayer. After 
due deliberation the persons present of the above descrip- 
tion” (meaning “members of other churches and those 
also who were desirous to become members”) “proceeded 
to vote by ballot & on counting the ballots it appeared 
that Amos Wetmore, Sen., Daniel Thurston and Israel 
Ballard were chosen elders.” The Session records show 
that Israel was recorded as absent from Session meetings 
beginning July 15, 1801 until April 9, 1805 when he at- | 
tended two meetings in that month. On July 10, 1806 at 
a meeting from which he was absent, he was appointed 
on a committee “to converse with Samuel Leavenworth, 
suspended brother and to report as soon as convenient.” 


Israel was present October 27, 1806; on June 4, 1807 
the following item appears in the Records, the meeting 
being held in the Episcopal church in Utica: “Where- 
as Ebenezer Dodd & Israel Ballard have removed 
from our bounds resolved that they be not hereafter 
noted as absent.” This was three years before his death. 


The newspaper account of the death of Lucy, the 
daughter of Israel, reveals the location of their home as 
being south of Bradley’s bridge, which is just outside the 
village of Whitesboro on the road to Oriskany. Where 
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they removed to in 1807—“removed from our bounds’— 
is conjecture, altho possibly it may have been to New 
Hartford, for records show that daughter Mary was in 
April of that year married in that village, and son Daniel 
died there in June.

“ORISKANY, March 5—The late Mrs. Lucy Porter was probably 
the oldest person in Oneida County at the time of her death, (Nov. 
8, 1879) being in her ninety-eighth year. She was ten years of 
age when her father, Israel Ballard, removed from Plainfield, 
W.H. and located in Whitestown, just west of where the Bradley 
Bridge now stands. This was in 1792, when there were but two or 
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three smali houses in the midst of a forest through which the 
Indians roamed. The spot where Utica now stands, on the 
Mohawk river was the center of commerce. In 1801 she married 
Elias Porter who had emigrated from Plymouth Co., Mass., and 
they opened a clearing for a farm two miles south of our village. 
Here she lived for 78 years, a model Christian wife and mother. 
Early in life she became personally interested in religion and 
joined the Congregational church in Whitesboro during the re- 
vival. President Carnahan was pastor.* She had two sons and 
four daughters who reached mature age. Her oldest son was 
life-long member and supporter of the Presbyterian society in 
Oriskany, where his memory is as ointment poured forth. Love 
of country, intensified when the Union was in danger, was mani- 
fested during the war of the Rebellion. One grandson, John S. 
Robbins, served four years in the army, and another, Seth J. 
Porter, gave his life for his country on the field of battle in 
Mississippi. And her youngest son, Rev. S. F. Porter, served a 
year inside the lines at Memphis and Vicksburg in the Christian 
commission for freedmen. He is the only member of the family 
that survives her; and during the last three years he has min- 
istered to her necessities in her helpless age. 

“Her intellect was clear to the last, and during the past summer 
She occupied herself much in reading. Her Bible was her constant 
companion, and she kept posted in the news of the day, reading 
the weekly (Utica) Herald and the Advance, and in addition she 
read the life of John Knox, Knox’s Reformation in Scotland, 
Bishop Burnet’s Reformation in England, and Macaulay’s History. 
While thus engaged she heard one morning the call “Come up 
higher”. She gave directions about her burial and calmly passed 
away, a beautiful ending of a well-spent life.”

Was very glad 
to hear that Uncle Samuel! had visited at my brother’s 
and sorry you were unable to accompany him. I think 
much of dear Aunt Porter (Mrs. Elias Porter). She has 
been deeply afflicted (Mr. Porter d. 1840) and Cousin 
Daniel also... I am thankful to say that the change 
from the continent to this island has had a very beneficial 
effect on my health, so that I have been able to be con- 
stantly employed for the last six months. I have the care 
of providing for the boys of the seminary at the station 
(measure rice, vegetables, etc.). . . Mr. Cope is not well, 
and the rainy season is very trying to him. I hope the

He took for his 
medicine the hygeian pills and I fear too many of them 
as he took 20 at a dose from the time he was taken sick 
until he died, which was on the 3list of August about 
5 o’clock in the morning. He died and was buried before 
we got there. The doctor pronounced his disease the 
quick consumption.

An obituary notice written in March, 1886 for the 
Bluffton (O.) News, by William M. McKinley says: “In 
1835 Jonathan Ballard with his wife and five sons emi- 
grated to the then wilderness of the west and settled in 
Hancock Co., O., where he endured hardships and priva- 
tions which seem almost impossible, cutting the road 
for miles through the forest to his lands and then putting 
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up a shanty made exclusively of poles. Fayette, the 
fourth son, was unusually bright and obtained a good 
common school education by faithful study at home, 
going to schcol but very little during the winter. In 1848 
he came home from college and improved his new farm. 
In 1850 he crossed the plains to the gold fields of Cali- 
fornia, remaining there until the winter of 1853-4 when 
he returned to Ohio, gathering up a drove of cattle and 
in the spring returned to California. In the summer of 
61 he returned to his home and in December was mar- 
ried.. In 1864 he again started to California with a drove 
of cattle accompanied by the writer, Mrs. Ballard re- 
turning to her home to take care of her afflicted mother. 
Mr. Ballard and his companion returned in October 1865. 
In 1872 removed to Kennett, Mo., where he engaged in 
the mercantile business about three years; in 1876 re- 
moved to northeastern Missouri, and in the spring of 1879 
with his nephew (Milton Fremont Ballard) removed to 
Kansas, each taking up 160 acres of land, Mrs. Ballard fol- 
lowing in the spring. Here he remained until his death. 
He united with the United Brethren church at Mt. Pisgah, 
O., 1867, and later after moving west, with the Christian 
church. It was the writer’s privilege to know Mr. Bal- 
lard from boyhood, and he was a submissive Christian, 
unusually patient, and always kind and pleasant to every- 
body.”

January 21, 1844, from Hamilton college, to his parents at 
Appling*, and received at P.O. on Jan. 26: “Since father was 
here I have enjoyed excellent health and fine spirits. My last 
yacation was very agreeably spent in visiting our friends in this 
vicinity. I staid at cousin Amos Miller’s one day. He has a 
very fine situation and seems happy. He appears to take great 
satisfaction in teaching his children to sing before they can 
talk. There are three singers—the eldest about five years of age, 
They give a delightful ccncert. 

“The Kilbourn cousins were well. They had not heard from 
Emily (in India) of late. The last intelligence was cheering. 
Maria had gone to Ohio to spend the winter with Sophia. Cor- 
nelia is still at Marcellus. The cousins regretted much that 
father was unable to visit them. They probably will not go to 
Watertown this winter as they had expected.” 

May 30, 1844, from Hamilton College to his mother at App- 
ling: “I have just received your letter informing me of Sister 
Julia’s death. I deeply regret that I was not at home to take 
‘the last farewell’ as she wished. But it could not be. Huldah’s 
letter did not reach me till last night. When I left home it was 
with the expectation that Sister Julia would not recover; though 
I thought she would not leave so suddenly. I will not trouble 
you, dear mother, with an account of my own private feelings— 
the bitter heart-rending anguish which words but feebly express 
-... J] have not seen Grandmother (Huldah Miller Rising) since 
I left her at Taberg.” 

October 18, 1845, from Princess Anne, Md.: “I am now 
engaged in teaching in the Washington academy here. In my 
department are about 10 or 12 boys whom I instruct 6 hours per 
day, 5 days in the week. All the rest of the time I have te my- 
self. There are about 9 weeks vacation during the year. My 
salary is $395. The people here are the kindest and most hos- 
Pitable I have ever met with. The country abounds in all the 
luxuries of life. There are but two things in the way of this 
“becoming the garden of the world—slavery and intemperance.” 

December 30, 1846, from Walton, Ky., to Sister Cynthia at 
Appling: “The situation here proves to be a very good one. I 
have been teaching about 8 weeks. The number of pupils at first 
was about twenty. This number has been gradually increasing 
till the last week it averaged about thirty-five... .. When I was 
in Cincinnati I had a good offer to go into the pork business, as a 
*Appling P.O. established in 1827. as Union; name changed later 

to Appling. 
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clerk, with a salary of $50 per month, to be increased after the 
first month. But the hands were obliged to do business Sundays 
during the busy season and I backed out.” 


January 15, 1848, from Newton, Ky., to his brother Daniel 
Porter Ballard at Appling: “I suppose that you intend to con- 
tinue your studies throughout the summer. You must endeavor to 
complete a regular and thorough course of study. To do this will 
require a great deal of patience and perseverence. The path of 
the student is often dark and gloomy and beset with a thousand 
temptations to allure the weary traveler. It is cheered however 
with the brightest beams of light and becomes more and more 
pleasant as you proceed... Beware of evil associations. Always 
choose the society of the moral and the studious. Learn habits of 
punctuality if you have not already formed such. Never lose a 
recitation and never neglect any exercises of composition or de- 
clamation. I wonder if the old Philomathean society is in exist- 
ence. There must be sorne literary societies in the institution. You 
must be sure to take an active part in all the debates. There is 
nothing in my literary course which I look upon with more regret 
than my neglect of this important exercise, ... Do people talk 
about the hard times in New York? In this country there have 
been some great losses. ... Why don’t Dwight and Mary (Mack) 
write me? I have sent them two letters without receiving any 
answer.” 


July 15, 1848, from Newtown, Ky. to his brother Daniel Porter 
Ballard at Appling: ‘Your kind letter was gladly received. In 
relation to your inquiries, I think it would be well enough for 
you to teach school the coming winter if you can qualify your- 
self properly for the business and can get a good situation, by 
which I mean a situation where you can have the right kind of 
society. One great object in teaching is to improve yourself by 
instructing others ... . You are now reading Caesar’s Com- 
mentaries I understand. I suppose you have paid great attention 
to the grammar. It is very—yes indispensably necessary to do

December 11, 1853 from Appleton, Wis., to father and mother: 
“Remember us kindly to grandmother and tell her how much we 
want to see her. I hope that Jesse will conclude not to go to 
Canada but stay home.” In the same letter his wife “Hatty” writes 
that Anson, Porter, and herself are taking much interest in the 
revival meetings being held in Appleton. She adds that their 
baby “Irvie is a perfect little mischief. He has just got so that 
he runs alone—he can say papa and mama and pretty—but O

Died. In this city, this morning at 4 o’clock, of typhoid fever, 
Anson Ballard, aged 51 years. The death of Mr. Ballard, after a 
short but severe illness will prove a sad loss to his many personal 
friends, and also to the interests of the city. 

Mr. Ballard came west in 1849. Becoming fully impressed 
with its future, and after returning to the home of his parents 
for a few months, decided to cast his lot in Wisconsin and devote 
his talents to the upbuilding of this portion of the country. In 
1850 he made his location where now is the beautiful and pros- 
perous city of Appleton. He commenced the practice of law in 
connection with Perry H. Smith, under the firm name of Smith 
and Ballard. 

Afier a few years he abandoned the immediate practice of 
law, devoting himself to the development of the landed interests 
of the surrounding country, and was closely identified with every 
enterprise tending to its development, particularly the educational 
interests of our community. He was a ripe scholar, possessing a 
mind well stored. A large and comprehensive reader, always in 
search of such knowledge as would immediately tend to the ad- 
vancement and happiness of those with whom he came in contact, 
especially the young—-his thoughts seeming always occupied in 
planning their development. 

During the past few years his constant theme has been the 
better promotion of education, having spent much time in visiting 
eastern and western institutions of learning. Being convinced of 
the superior practicability of the Pestalozzian system, he insti- 
tuted a school upon this plan, which is now in successful operation 
near the close of its third year, arid to which he has contributed 
largely in time, experience and means. He was slow to form 
conclusions ; critical of his convictions; but conscientiously firm 
in his decisions. Abhways strong on the side of retigion and virtue, 
being their more than liberal supporter through the Congrega- 
tional church, of which he was for many years a devoted member. 

Kind and generous; abundantly possessed of that charity 
which bestoweth in secrecy as well as openly and is ever ready 
to spread its broad mantle over the erring. Strongly attached to 
the Masonic fraternity, he was an honored Brother, conspicuously 
bright as an exponent of their principles and teachings. 

In accordance with the wishes of Sir Anson Ballard, his funeral 
was conducted by the Masonic fraternity. The Sir Knights of 
Fon du Lac Commandery No. 5, conducted the services, assisted 
by Roya! Arch and Master Masons. At 12% o'clock the fraternity 
marched from the halls to the house where lay the remains, in 
the casket opened to view. After the prayer, the body was con- 
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veyed to the Congregational church, where remarks were made, 
and prayers by attending clergymen, and singing by the choir. 
On the heavy metallic coffin lay the chapeau and sword of Sir 
Knight Ballard; aiso an emblematic cross, and a dish of flowers. 
After close of services at the church, where all had an opportunity 
to take a last look at the remains, the body was escorted to the 
grave, and here the Sir Knights performed the last sad rites over 
their departed frater, Sir Anson Baliard. 

The attendance was the largest ever known on a similiar oc- 
casion in this city, as besides the mass of our own citizens, 
members of the fraternity were present from Fon du Lac, Osh- 
kosh, Neenah, Menasha, Green Bay, and other parts. It was a 
solemn ceremony, and befitted the memory of one who held so 
high a position in the esteem of his fellow -citizens.

By his 
will one million dollars was bequeathed to the Rochester 
Dental Dispensary which he founded; his residence at 
900 East Avenue, containing many trophies of his big 
game hunting trips and scientific exhibits, was given to 
the University ; the high school building at Waterville, 
erected in 1930 was a gift to his home town. 

On October 23, 1934 the Mass. inst. of technology 
honored its most munificent benefactor, George Eastman, 
by placing a bronze bas-relief of Eastman on a panel 
facing the main entrance to the research laboratories. 
Below his likeness are inscribed these words in bronze, 
“George Eastman, of rare mold. Fine grained. Sensitive 
to beauty, responsive to truth.

As a lad he helped his parents with the farmwork and at- 
tended school in the district where the farm was located, but 
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left in his teens to enter Hungerford Collegiate Institute at 
Adams, some 9 miles away. He seems never to have lived for 
any length of time thereafter on the home farm, but secured 
work in the dry goods store of S. N. Bond at Adams. The 
remainder of his hfe for the most part was given up to mer- 
cantile pursuits. 

He was 14 vears older than my twin sister Minnie and my- 
self, and I have practically no recollection of the short time 
we were living together as youngsters in father’s house. J 
recall when he and my other brother (4 years younger than 
Charles) returned from the Centennial Exposition at Phila- 
dephia in 1876. I was 8 years old at the time, and J remember 
well how the advertising circulars and cards which they 
brought home from the Exposition kept us interested for 
months thereafter. Then, the following year, on August 30, 
1877, Charles (who was then 23 years old) was married in a 
neighboring town to Harriet Spink. I remember that event 
quite vividly—and after the honeymoon they went to live on 
a farm of their own, near Mexico, N. Y., some 30 miles away. 
Here they were very happy together and were much devoted 
to each other. Two baby girls were born in the years follow- 
ing—Bessie Leda and Ina Pauline. 

And then after four years of married life came a great bDe- 
reavement when the wife and young mother sustained an acci- 
dent and died very shortly thereafter of lockjaw. Charles gave up 
the farm and returned to Adams and resumed his former work 
as dry goods salesman. At this he worked for many years. 
Then he bought part interest in a shoe store, but after a short 
time in this venture, decided to go into the 5 and 10 cent 
business. He was either assistant manager or manager in this 
syndicate of stores from 1897 to 1914, first at Brockton, Mass., 
then at Canton, O., Akron, O., Louisville, Ky., moving to Lorain 
in 1905 to becoine manager there for the Woolworth Co. In Lorain 
he built a house and made that city his permanent residence. In 
1913, having passed the age limit, he left the employ of the Wool- 
worth Co. For some five years he was variously occupied, but in 
1918 he entered the employ of the Lorain Hardware Co., where 
he remained until 1930. His second wife, Jennie Tifit Dodge, 
whom he married at Adams on January 2, 1890, is stiil living. 

In Masonry he was a Knights Templar and a past worthy 
patron of the Order of Eastern Star. 

In politics he was Republican; in religion a Methodist, join- 
ing first the M. E. church at Adams, N. Y. about 1887. He 
was a very devout Christian and attended regularly church 
and Sunday school services wherever he was located. But 
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better then this, he lived his religion and grew in piety and © 
Christian loveliness all his life. He was loved, honored and 
revered by all who knew him, and set a shining example for 
us all. 

It is a great satisfaction to know that he had lived a com- 
plete life to a ripe old age, that his had been a life of service 
and devotion to all that is good, a life of sobriety and con- 
secration.

His father, William. was b. in 1561 ; m. 1584, Alice, dau. 
of John Hanson, and in 1589 their first son, and third 
child, William’, was born; d. 1591. 

William’, being but two years of age when his father 
died, was left in the care of his grandfather, and later 
with an uncle. At an early age he embraced decided 
religious views, and in 1609, before his majority, he was 
one of the community called Separists that removed to 
Leyden, Holland, under the pastoral care of Rev. Mr. 
Robinson. He was one of the most active promoters of 
the removal of the society from Holland to New England 
in 1620, sailing in the Mayflower. After the death of Gov. 
John Carver in 1621 he was elected governor of the 
Plymouth colony, and served as such, with the exception 
of five years, until shortly before his death. His guide 
was firm and judicious, and to his guidance more than 
to that of any other man the prosperity of the Plymouth 
colony was due. One of his first acts as governor was to 
confirm the treaty with Massasoit just in time to suppress 
a dangerous Indian conspiracy. He was the author of a 
very important chronicle, “History of Plymouth Planta- 
tion.”

lough of six months, and was honorably discharged at 
West Point, in October 1783. His pension application 
(Certif. No. 2573) was dated at Whitesboro, N. Y., April 
2, 1818. 

When his son, John, was drafted for the War of 1812, 
Josiah answered the call himself, saying that he was 
better acquainted with army life and would take his 
place. 

From 1818 to 1821 Josiah owned jointly with his son 
John, 110 acres of land lying in the towns of Whites- 
town and Westmoreland, one and a half miles northeast 
of Westmoreland village. On May 31, 1821, he sold his 
share of the property to John but continued to live in 
Whitestown until 1840, when he and his wife moved to 
the town of Watertown.
